The Fam ous Red Bandana Becomes 
th e B attle Flajr—Temporary 
Chairman W hite. 


fAeeoclated Preae Dlipatohoa to tho HibaidI 


Bt. L ouis, Jone 4.—Thnnnan Will be 
nominated for Vice-President without a 
contest. Sunday night th e supporters of 
Governor Gray of Indiana, were fall of 
hope, bat to-night they adm it to thoir 
confidential 
friends th at th e T hnnnan 
cyclone is sweeping everything before it. 
They kept up a show of fight daring the 
day, calling on new York and other dele­ 
gations and repeating the speeches which 
were m ade yesterday to the Californians. 
A part of their tactics too was th e wild, 
bnt rather inefihctnal, shouting of tlio 
Hendricks club boys in th e corridors of 
the hotels. 
They hurrahed lnstily for 
Gray 
hut 
m ade 
about 
all 
the 
noise them selves. The Thurm an breeze 
developed into a tornado when tho New 
York delegates, County Democracy and 
Tam m any m arched through the streets 
shouting for Thurm an. 
T he Tamniftny- 
ites were most londiv cheered by the

half an hour the

I inen dusters. Most of them b ad tied about 
their necks or wrapped about their hats

The Texas delegation got off at the 
end of tho depot and comparatively es­ 
caped notice. 
TAMMANY AND COUNTY DEMOCRACY. 
The crowd of spectators stayed about 
the depot until Tam m any arrived and 
then the 8t. Ix>uis Hendricks Association 
wheeling into line, m arched m errily 
away with Tam m any, a m ob of sight­ 
seers trailing at their heels. There was 
no excitem ent after that, and th e County 
Democracy, on its arrival soon afterward, 
saw alm ost a deserted depot. 
The Tam m any hraves arrived to the 
num ber of seven hundred, and required

On motion of Dawson, of South Caro­ 
lina, E. B. Dickinson, of New York, was 
elected official stenographer.

Governor Gray’s managers prebably will 
not pat their favorite’B nam ^ before the 
Convention. 
POINTS OF DISSENSIO^I. 
The crv of the Gray boctoers, “ yon 
want Inaiana in Novemb* 
.................. 
How are you going to win 
ana, and how are you goidg to carry 
Indiana without an Indiana m an on the 
ticket?” has been used with bo much 
effect th at m any delegates believe a 
serious m istake is being m ade in nomi­ 
nating a m an 75 years old, W h o lives in 
a State which is generally regarded, as 
reliably Republican. 
Gorman’s abandonm ent of Gray means 
a good deal more than th e n<Mnination of 
Thurm an. I t means a truce Between the 
two factions of the party whieh had been 
skirmishing before each other’s position 
for two or three days. Theirfforces were 
led on one side by Congresanan Scott, 
representing the A dm inistraron, and on 
the other by Senator Gormad, the latter 
’ 
in d several 
. wanted the 
platform of 1884 affirmed without an en­ 
dorsem ent of the President’s message, or 
one so moderate in tone as not to offend 
the high tariff votere of the East. 
Gorman wants to be Chairm an of the 
Committee on Resolutions, and he has 
made an earnest canvass for the place 
among th e various State delegations. 
His argum ent was th at the party would 
lose New York and other Eastern States 
if the platform were made too strong in 
the directon of low tariff, «Bd th at the 
platform which carried the countrv in 
1884 was certainly good enough to carry 
it in 1888.

President; Napoleon Davis, Secretary; 
M.S. Helm an, Committee on Resolutions; 
Jas L. Cowan, credentials; Colonel John 
Lee, permanent organization; A. Nolt- 
ner, mem ber of the National C om m ittee; 
Jas. L. Cowan, notification of nominees. 
The delegation is solid for Thurm an, as 
the members have concluded in conse­ 
quence of the extraordinary boom to 
favor him as the choice of the Dem­ 
ocracy. 
Governor Pennoyer. for whom 
the delegation was instructed, waa tele­ 
graphed this afternoon and his answer 
was awaited with sume degree of curios­ 
ity. 
“ I know he would have no hesitation 
in withdrawing bis nam e,” said National 
Committeeman Noltner, “ in behalf of 
Judge Thurm an owing to the very pleas­ 
ant relations that have always existed 
between them .

Last week a Pan Francisco owner shut 
down two m ills and threatens to shut 
down thirteen more in order to maintain 
the price. It is the old story of capital 
controlling snpplv according to demand. 
Oar delegation is* in full accord with the 
Mills bill and the tenor of the President's 
message.
